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In claim 21 , the quotation marks are superfluous and should be deleted. In claim 
21 , "hereinafter refered to as" both occurrences, is superfluous and should be deleted. 

The amendment filed December 7, 2001 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) 
because it Introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which Is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: on pg. 8, line 6 
through pg. 9, line 15, "X = 2Xi + 2X2 + 2X3 + 4X4" and "100(X3 + X4)" are new matter. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim 22 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The limitations of claim 22 
are already recited in claim 21 . 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
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skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. In claim 21 , "(i) leaching the AFDZ to provide a 
leachate containing non-zirconium containing products, and a solid residue containing 
the hydrated zirconium product" is new matter. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 21,27,29,32,34,37-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 21, "the solid hydrated zirconium product" lack(s) proper antecedent 
basis in the claim(s) in altemative part (ii). 

In claims 27, 34,37,39, the acronyms "AFDZ" and "ZBS" and/or "AZST and/or 
"ZBC" are indefinite as to what they stand for and need to have each definition inserted 
prior to each acronym, similar to what was done in instant claim 21 . 

In claim 29, "the leaching step" lack(s) proper antecedent basis in the claim(s). 

In claim 32, "the mixture of the leached residue" lack(s) proper antecedent basis 
in the claim(s). 

In claim 38, "1 ,5um" is indefinite as to what this is to mean; it appears that 
- 1 .5um - was intended. 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for ail 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are sumnnarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later Invention was made in order for the examiner to 

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 

prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 40-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
WO 88/03128 or WO 86/04614 or Gambale '825 or Jenkins '497 or Pugh '161. 
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WO 88/03128 or WO 86/04614 or Gambale '825 or Jenkins '497 or Pugh '161 
each teach a zirconium containing product but may differ as to the instantly claimed 
process of making the product. See the abstract and/or col. 1 of each. 

Any difference imparted by the product by process limitations would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
because where the examiner has found a substantially similar product as in the applied 
prior art the burden of proof Is shifted to the applicant to establish that their product is 
patentably distinct not the examiner to show the same process of making, In re Brown, 
173 USPQ 685, In re Fessmann, 180 USPQ 324, In re Spada, 15 USPQ2d 1655, In re 
Fitzgerald. 205 USPQ 594, and MPEP 2113.
